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Women Candidates In Norway 

ORWEGIAN women have begun an 

intensive agitation to obtain the elec- 
tion of a number of women representa- 
tives at the elections for the Storting 
which will take place in Norway on Octo- 
ber 20th. Repeated disappointments have 
convinced the women that united work 
on the part of women is necessary to se- 
sure the representation to which they are 
entitled, both in the Storting and in the 
local councils. Three women’s organiza- 
tions, the League of Women Voters of 
Christiania, the Norwegian Woman’s 
Suffrage Association and the newly or- 
ganized United Women’s Front, have be- 
gun a vigorous campaign all over the 
country in order to placé women in their 
national parliament. 

The Norweigian women claim that the 
men have been willing to accept the help 
of women in the election compaigns in 
order to secure the election of their own 
candidates, but that the names of women 
candidates have only been placed on the 
party lists for the elections when there 
was scarcely any possibility of the women 
being elected. Up to the present time 35 
women candidates have been nominated 
for the Storting. The total number of 
representatives in the Storting is 150. 
Several constituencies have nominated no 
women candidates at all. 


Women in Medical Profession 

HE Board of Management of St. 

Mary’s Hospital in London recently 
refused a sum of over 800 pounds, col- 
lected by the women students for scholar- 
ships, pending their decision as to wheth- 
er women students were to be admitted 
in the future. Eleven women’s organiza- 
tions have asked the board of St. Mary’s 
not to depart from the present policy of 
admitting women students equally with 
men. Early in the summer women appli- 
cants were informed that they could not 
be accepted until after the committee 
meeting in September, when the continu- 
ance of co-education would be discussed. 
This resulted in their being forced to ap- 
ply for admission to some other medical 
school. 


Women students were admitted, ac- 
cording to the October 3d issue of the 
Women’s Leader, during the war to save 
the financial position of the school. “In 
other words,” comments this article, 
“women were admitted when they were 
financially useful, and then thrown over- 
board when they had fulfilled this func- 
tion.” 

“Lying behind this action,” continues 
the article, “is the fact that the general 
slump and increasing competition in

medicine, as in other fields, is creating a 
fear of women’s competition. This ex- 
plains St. Mary’s attitude.” 


Family Endowment 

HE movement for “Family Endow- 

ment” is making great progress in 
England. An organization known as 
“The Family Endowment Society” has 
been established. It publishes monthly 
notes on the various schemes of family 
endowment which have been organized. 
One of the leaders in the movement is 
Eleanor Rathbone. Miss Rathbone has 
issued the following statement concerning 
the family allowance movement in various 
countries: 


“Family allowances are paid to all 
servants of the State and of most lo- 
cal authorities in Australia (Federal 
employees below a certain salary 
limit only), France, Germany, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Austria, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Poland, Denmark, Sweden, 
Finland and Switzerland. 

“In France, Holland and Denmark 
they are accompanied by equal pay. 
Probably this is so in some of the 
other countries also, but as to this 
my information is incomplete. 

“In Sweden, a committee appointed 
by the Government in 1921 to con- 
sider the salaries of women em- 
ployees reported in favour of an equal 
salary scale for both sexes and of in- 
creasing the allowances now paid for 
children to a scale which would grant 
from 240 to 1,200 kroner per year, ac- 
cording to the number of children 
and the position of the wage-earner. 

“In nearly all countries family al- 
lowances are continued for children 
receiving higher education up to 21, 
or even 24. The amounts are usually 
as yet only small, but they tend to 
increase.” 


Equal Rights In England 
the prominent organizations 
which are keeping up the fight for 

Equal Rights in Great Britain is the 
Women’s Freedom League. This is a non- 
partisan organization of women. Its ob- 
ject, according to its own statement, is: 
“To secure for women the parliamentary 
vote as it is or may be granted to men; 
to use the powers already obtained to elect 
women to Parliament, and other public 
bodies, for the purpose of establishing 
equality of rights and opportunities be- 
tween the sexes, and to promote the social 
and industrial well-being of the commu- 
nity.” 

The Women’s Freedom League pub- 
lishes a weekly paper, The Vote, in the in- 
terest of the organization. 


Equal Rights 


H. G. Wells On Sex Antagonism 
R. WELLS has written recently in 
the Westminster Review on the sub- 
ject of “Sex Antagonism.” He complains 
that, while the life of man becomes more 
civilized and mental and his need for an 
adequate helpmeet increases, there is no 
corresponding disposition in able women 
to co-operate with men. 


He writes in conclusion: “They seem 
to want to drop their sex and set up as 
imitations of all the successful male 
types. They become a new sex of little 
aggressive pseudo-men. * * * They 
want to substitute great women for great 
men in our histories, and turn out 
Buddha, and Mahomet, and Christ in fa- 
vor of feminine equivalents. They will 
presently want a Lady God in a world in 
which the male will be a fading memory.” 


Women And The League Of Nations 
HE Council for the Representation of 
Women in the League of Nations has 

for months been urging the inclusion of 

women on the commissions of the League. 

It has just sent a protest against the ex- 

clusion of women from the League’s com- 

mittee on slavery. Among the subjects 
which this committee is considering is the 

“acquisition of girls by purchase dis- 

guised as dowry.” 


French Feminist Papers 

RENCH women who are interested in 

the movement for a better position for 
women are publishing two feminist pa- 
pers. One is called La Francaise and de- 
scribes itself as a “journal of feminine 
progress.” It is published weekly in 
Paris at 108 Boulevard Saint-Germain. 
The editor is Suzanne Babled. 


The other is called Les Droits des Fem- 
mes and is the official organ of the French 
League for the Rights of Women. It is 
published monthly at 14 Rue Milton, 
Paris, under the direction of Maria 
Verone, President of the League. 


Mrs. Corbett Ashby Is Candidate For 
Parliament 
RS. CORBETT ASHBY, President 
of the International Woman’s Suf- 
frage Alliance, has announced her candi- 
dacy for Parliament for the Watford Dis- 
trict. 


Woman Lobby Correspondent 
HE first woman lobby correspondent 
of the British House of Commons has 
just been appointed. She is Miss Stella 
Wolfe Murray, and she has been appointed 
lobby correspondent for the London Daily 
Sketch. 
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ITH the last week of the campaign

She linked up the feminist 
movement with the coura- 
geous inspiration that fired 
Joan, saying that all through 
the ages it has been the de- 
votion of brave women to 
their ideals that has won for 
womanhood its present sta- 
tus and which will finally 
win the fight for complete 
equality. The audience was 
responsive and appreciative. 
A similar courtesy was ex- 
tended to her at the Adelphi 
Theatre matinee before the 
production of “Fata Mor- 
gana.” She also gave a 
radio talk from Gimbel’s 
broadcasting station. 

Mrs. Otto Kirschner of De- 
troit and New York has 
joined the force of helpers 
in the campaign. Mrs. 
Kirschner has been identi- 
fied with the Woman’s Party 
since the early days of its 
activity and is a valuable 
member. Miss Mary Rodeny 
of Harrisburg is a new re- 
cruit who has undertaken to 
organize the women in the 
neighborhood of the college 
settlement on Christian 
street, She made her open- 
ing talk last week before the 
Bridge Makers’ Union.

§ on. Woman’s Party is campaigning to elect women to Congress. Our 

object in this fight is not to back women just because they are women, 
but to back women who seem qualified to sit in Congress and who will sup- 
port the Equal Rights Amendment and a general feminist program. 


There is urgent need of women in Congress because while there are men 
in Congress who will second our efforts to secure economic, civil, political 
and all other kinds of equality for women, there are none who will initiate 
a fighting program along these lines. Women may secure some help from 
Congressmen elected on other issues, but they must have their own representa- 
tives in Congress to concentrate on their own program if this program is to 
receive much attention. Women naturally must bear the brunt of the Equal 
Rights campaign, because men have never had to suffer from inequalities 
imposed by law, and cannot feel the injustice of it deeply enough within them 
to make them long to fight. Women, therefore, should be in Congress where 
this battle will be fought out. 


For us, therefore, the paramount issue in this election campaign is the 
issue of the election of women. And we feel that we are not selfish in regard- 
ing this as the paramount issue. The establishing of a better position for 
women will do more for our civilization, we believe, than will any other pro- 
posed reform that is before the people in this election. Our program affects 
not women only, but all humanity. 


Non-Partisanship 


HE WOMEN FOR CONGRESS campaign conducted by the Woman’s 
Party is non-partisan. In the Votes for Women campaign it was a 
matter of course for women to put their common cause first. Thousands > 
of active suffrage workers realized that not until all women had Equal 


’ Rights with men could they afford to think of parties and partisan politics. 


Until then they must stand together. The WOMEN FOR CONGRESS 
campaign is the logical outcome of the realization of the need for solidarity 
as a condition precedent to equality. 


The intense partisan spirit so prevalent in the elections is in sharp con- 
trast to the Woman’s Party’s position. The partisans forget or have never 
understood the point of view which almost all suffragists used to have and 
which the Woman’s Party preserves. Mrs. Detterline, whom the Woman’s 
Party is supporting, is on the La Follette ticket; they say—therefore the 
Woman’s Party must be supporting La Follette. Miss Van Skite, whom the 
Woman’s Party is supporting, has the Prohibition nomination—the Woman’s 
Party must be for the Prohibition Party. Mrs. Dornblum, whom the Woman’s 


_ Party is supporting, is a Socialist—it follows that the Woman’s Party must 


be for the Socialists. Mrs. Collet, whom the Woman’s Party is supporting, 
is endorsed by both the Democrats and La Follette people—how can the 
Woman’s Party be campaigning for both? Some reason the other way round. 
If the Woman’s Party is supporting La Follette candidates for Congress, how 
can it defend itself because it is not supporting La Follette for President? 
Or, since the Woman’s Party isn’t supporting Coolidge, Davis, La Follette, 
Foster or any of the others, what is it doing? 


All these questions, trying though they are in the midst of a busy cam- 
paign, are cheerfully answered, because they lead to an understanding of the 
Woman’s Party position. This year the partisan woman is learning that 
something more than the vote is needed to place women on an equality with 
men in political life. If she is interested in any particular issue she is learn- 
ing that her partisanship gives her often only a right to riase money or dis- 
tribute leaflets—not the right to help make the platforms or determine poli- 
cies. And having learned these things she will at last begin to understand 
why some women are still non-partisan and are organizing with women for 
women. 


Next year the partisan woman of today may be ready to enroll with the 
Woman’s Party for Equal Rights and for Women in Congress. 
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launched a WOMEN FOR CON- 

GRESS campaign in an effort to 
combat the lethargy of men and women 
which permits the following conditions 
to exist: 

‘No woman holds any of the ninety-six 
seats in the Senate. 

Only one seat out of 435 in 
the House of Representatives 
is held by a woman. 

Only four women in the his- 
tory of this country have ever 
sat in Congress. 

Only ten women in the en- 
tire country have been nomi- 
nated for Congress on the 
ticket of any of the major 
parties for the present elec- 
tions. 

Only six states out of the 
forty-eight have nominated a 
woman for Congress on any 
of the major party tickets. 

All these women except one 
have been nominated in dis- 
tricts where their party is so 
overwhelmingly in the minor- 
ity that their defeat seemed 
certain. 

England has eight women 
in Parliament; Germany had 
ovér ‘thirty women in the last 
Reichstag; the United States 
has ONE in Congress.

The Equal Rights Amend- 
ment to the constitution has been buried 
in committee in Congress—the amend-

HE National Woman’s Party believes

in Congress, and truly representative of 
their districts. 

In Philadelphia two women have been 
nominated. Mrs. Jessie Collet, who was 
nominated on the Democratic ticket and 
endorsed by the La Follette committee, is 
contending in the Second Congressional 
District for the seat held by George Scott 
Graham. Mr. Graham is chiefly known 
for his absentee record and his non-voting 
record in Congress. He opposed or failed 
to support practically all progressive leg- 
islation in Congress. He opposed Woman 
Suffrage, the Prohibition Amendment, the 
Maternity Infancy bill, the Child Labor 
Amendment, the oil-scandal investiga- 
tions, and nearly all labor legislation. He 
rarely visits his district, and apparently 
knows nothing of its needs. 


RS. COLLET, who was born of an 
upright Scotch family in Scotland, 
came to Philadelphia when she was ten 
years old, and was educated in the Phila- 
delphia public schools and _ business 
schools. She is a member of the Demo-

To The Victor— What Spoils? 


HE outstanding thought of the Wom- 

an’s Party in launching the WOMEN 
FOR CONGRESS campaign was the na- 
tional prominence that such a campaign 
would give to the question of the sub- 
ordinate position of women. “Whether 
we win or lose in the election, we win. 
We shall have called attention again to 
the status of women and made the posi- 
tion of women an issue in the election.” 
This has been the spirit in which the 
campaign has been carried on. 

Not only where the WOMEN FOR 
CONGRESS campaign has been con- 
ducted, but throughout the country the 
question of the position of women has 
been pushed more to the front than ever 
before in a national election. 

For example, there now comes a man

in the State of Washington who asks for 
election to Congress on the strength of 
his platform, and his first plank is in 
favor of the Equal Rights Amendment. 
Coincident with his declaration comes the 
announcement that the State Grange of 
Washington not only has gone on record 
as favoring the Amendment, but has sent 
out questionnaires to every possible can- 
didate asking his stand on this Amend- 
ment as one of the measures before Con- 
gress of paramount importance. 


Congressmen and prospective Congress- 
men are beginning to look over their lists 
of do’s and don’ts, and are making some 


revisions. What has been a negligible 


question before bids fair to become a pop- 
ular issue when women begin to campaign 
against the men directly opposed to it and 
set up opposition candidates who favor it. 


And now, as the campaign draws to a 
close, the Woman’s Party awaits the com- 


ing of election day, knowing that what- 
ever the outcome, the question of women 


being in public office has been made an 
issue in the election and a foundation 
has been laid for the movement to put 
women in all governmental positions on 
equal terms with men. The campaign 
has introduced the WOMEN FOR CON- 
GRESS principle into our political life 
for all time and, whatever the outcome 
of this first concerted attempt to put 
women in Congress, the election of women 
in a later campaign is assured. 
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HE Quakers were the first expon- 
ents of Equal Rights for men and 


women in this country. Now, in 
their stronghold, the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, is being staged the first real battle 
for Equal Rights. There have been pre- 
liminary skirmishes and tilts and bouts 
on the side, but the real call to battle has 
come in the WOMEN FOR CONGRESS 
campaign which the National Woman’s 
Party is conducting. 

Pennsylvania has distinguished itself 
by nominating for Congress five women. 
The entire country has nominated only 
ten candidates. This the Woman’s Party 
considers rather a small precentage, espe- 
cially as all these women, with the pos- 
sible exception of one, have been nomi- 
nated in practically hopeless districts. 
According to Alice Paul, leader of the 
Woman’s Party, men have given the 
women the nomination with all the onus 
of time, work and expense of the cam- 
paign, but none of the rewards, with the 
idea of keeping the party alive. 


HE National Woman’s Party deter- 

mined to make an effort to turn seem- 
ing defeat into victory. Straightway it 
rallied its forces to organize a WOMEN 
FOR CONGRESS campaign. Selecting 
those women already nominated whom it 
could conscientiously endorse, it concen- 
trated its campaign in Pennsylvania, and 
asked women all over the country to give 
their moral and financial support to the 
campaign. Pennsylvania was made an 
experimental ground to the whole nation. 


Headquarters have been opened in 
Philadelphia, and workers from all parts 
of the country have come to aid the five 
women in their fight. Miss Doris Stevens 
of Croton-on-Hudson is managing the 
campaign. Miss Stevens is the wife of 
Dudley Field Malone, international law- 
yer and prominent Democrat, who has 
gone over to the ranks of the La Follette 
supporters this year. 

Women have been urged to lay aside 
party affiliations and to unite their 
strength for the women candidates. Re- 
publicans, Democrats, Prohibitionists, 
Progressives are joining in this fight. 
Among the campaigners from afar are 
Miss Anita Pollitzer of South Carolina, 
Miss Jean Wold of Connecticut, Miss 
Janet Fouts of Massachusetts, Miss Mar- 
garet Whittemore of California, Miss 
Joan Grayson of Washington, Miss Mabel 
Vernon of Delaware, Miss Sara Anderson 
of Missouri, Miss Martha Souder of 
Pennsylvania, Miss Anna McCue of Penn- 
Sylvania, Mrs. Gaeta Wold Boyer. of Ore-

HE Pennsylvania candidates have 

been endorsed by the Woman’s Party 
because they support the Equal Rights 
Amendment, which was introduced into 
Congress but blocked in committee last 
session. The Woman’s Party, which had 
sponsored the resolution, decided it would 
be easier and more effective to make over 
Congress. The idea is to form in Congress 
a feminist bloc which can demand consid- 
eration for women’s measures just as the 
farmers have been able to do for the 
farmers’ measures. 


Mrs. Jessie Collet of Philadelphia has 
been nominated on the Democratic ticket 
for the Second District of Pennsylvania. 
As it happens the incumbent is George 
Scott Graham of Philadelphia, whose 
name is anathema in the minds of the 
feminists. Added to his reactionary atti- 
tude on all progressive legislation is the 
sin of being one of the great anti-feminists 
in Congress. He voted against woman 
suffrage in the days when that was an 
issue, and now, as Chairman of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, he has buried the 
Equal Rights Amendment so deep that 
nothing short of an election upheaval 
promises to pry it loose. So the Pennsyl- 
vania campaign seems to center its most 
gleeful attack on him. 


Mrs. Collet was born in Scotland, and 
came to Philadelphia as a child of ten. 
She was trained as a telegrapher, stenog- 
rapher and court reporter, and began 
early to acquire a knowledge of law. Her 
husband is a lawyer in Philadelphia. 
She has been prominently identified with 
the Democratic Party, and is on the Demo- 
cratic and La Follette tickets. 


Mrs. Jennie Dornblum of Philadelphia 
is the Labor candidate for the Third Dis- 
trict. A self-educated woman whose par- 
ents were immigrants, she suffered pov- 
erty and want, and while yet a child, 
after her father’s death, had to work in a 
factory to support her invalid mother. 
She attended night school and followed 
this with work in college fitting herself 
for lecturing and journalistic work. She 
is considered an authority on labor prob- 
lems. She is opposed to Harry Ransley, 
who also is a foe of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 


Miss Anna Van Skite of Pottstown is 
the Prohibition candidate for the Tenth 
District on the Prohibition ticket. She 
has been a teacher for thirty years, and in 
the summer conducts a cafeteria at Ocean 
Grove, New Jersey. Her opponent is par- 


ticularly notable for his wet stand, but 
his attitude toward Equal Rights is no 
kinder. 

Mrs. Daisy Detterline of Lancaster is 
the La Follette candidate for the Tenth 
District. Mrs. Detterline has made a 
study of labor conditions, and has known 
some of the hardships of a working life. 
Her opponent is W. W. Griest, who has 
not registered any marked friendliness to 


the Equal Rights Amendment. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Culbertson of Mead- 
ville, the Prohibition candidate for the 
Twenty-ninth District, is on the Prohibi- 
tion and La Follette tickets. She has 
been prominently identified with work for 
women and children many years, devot- 
ing much of her time to charity. Her 
devotion to Prohibition led her to accept 
the Prohibition nomination. Her oppon- 
ent is Milton Shreve, another who over- 
looked a chance to support the Equal 
Rights Amendment. 


LICE PAUL in her call to the women 
of the country to join in this cam- 


paign gave it national significance. She 
said: 


“In Pennsylvania five women were 
nominated—one by the Democratic 
Party, two by the Prohibition Party, . 
two by the La Follette Party—and 
they were all nominated in districts 
conceded to the Republicans. In 
Illinois the Democrats nominated a 
woman where the seat is almost cer- 
tain to go to the Republicans. In 
Ohio a woman was nominated on the 
Democratic ticket in a strong Repub- 
lican district. In Tennessee the Re- 
publicans have nominated a woman 
in a strong Democratic district. In 
Kansas the Democrats have nomi- 
nated a woman in a strong Republi- 
can district. 

“Unless women rally to the support 
of these women candidates they all 
seem doomed to defeat. If enough 
women join in this WOMEN FOR 
CONGRESS campaign, we can suc- 
ceed. If enough do not join to bring 
victory, this step will at least pre- 
pare the way for victory in a later 
campaign. It will make the position 
of women an issue in the election. 
When political leaders see women 
uniting back of women, regardless of 
party affiliations, in order that there 
may be more women in Congress, they 
will deem it political wisdom to put 
women on their tickets. They will 
see, too, that it is political wisdom 
to support Equal Rights when they 
see women campaigning for women 
candidates because the women candi- 
dates stand for Equal Rights.”
